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MEMORANDA. 


Trade.—The imports during February were valued at £2,683,029, whicle 
shows a decrease of £398,155, or nearly 13 per cent., as eompared with 
the corresponding month of last year. The direct oversea imports 
amounted to £1,581,509, as compared with £1,680,664 in 1908. There 
were increases in iron and steel, ‘timber, and machines and machinery, 
but decreases in apparel and soft goods, sugar, and tea. 


The oversea exports for F ebruary amounted to £2,331,356, and show a 
large decrease of £773,760, or nearly 25 per cent., as compared with the 
corresponding month of last year. ‘There was an increase of £198,536 
in wheat and flour. The export of wool showed a shortage to the extent 
of £710,072, and butter and coal showed decreases of £58,858 and 
£59,306 respectively.. Separating merchandise from gold, the exports of 
the former showed a decrease of £697,671, and of the latter of £76,089. 


Public Finances—The Public Accounts for February show that the net 
revenue for the month was £1,040,585, or £7,328 less than in 
February of last year. During the eight months ended 28th February 
the revenue was £8,898,781, being £512,931, or 5-£ per cent., less than 
the corresponding period of the last financial year. The principal in- 
creases in receipts during the eight months were—From Land Revenue, 
£37,071; Railways and ‘Tramways, £192,484; amd Sydney Harbour 
Trust, £1,774. The returns from Commonwealth revenue decreased by 
£463,148 ; and taxation, £179,128. The expenditure during February 
was £962,071, a decrease of £7,597 as compared with February of 
Jast year. Daring the eight months the expenditure was £8,554,130, 
being £619,125, or 7-8 per cent., more than in1907-8. Expenditure on 
Government Departments increased by £174,984, Business Under- 
takings by £356,792, while Interest payments showed a decrease of 
£6,351. On the 28th February, 1909, the balance to credit of the 
Consolidated Revenue Account was £1,471,140. 


Gold Production.—The gold yield during February was 28,222 oz. crude, 
equal to 23,867 oz. fine, valued at £101,381. The value of gold produced 
during the two months was £172,483, and showed an increase of £4,558, 
as compared with the corresponding period of 1908. 
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Prices, —The general index number for February was higher than in 
January, but was lower than for February in any of the previous three 
years. The index number for pastoral produce was 1,093, and for metals 
1,066, and for all articles 1,126. Prices generally were higher than in 
the previous month. Butter, wheat, flour, leather, and hides showed 
increases, but copper and tin decreased in value. 


Meteorology.—During the first week of February the whole of the State, with 
the exception of the extreme South-west, benefited by splendid rains. 
Later in the month, light to heavy rain, accompanied by extensive 
thunderstorms, was registered over the greater part of the Eastern half 
of the State. The rainfall generally was considerably in excess of the 
average. On the whole, the temperature throughout the State was mild, 
and below the average. 


Land Selections.—During February 177 new settlers applied for 91,545 acres 
and 80,546 acres, representing 102 blocks, were set apart for residential 
settlement.
